ANDOVER OPPOSES EXETER 


Old Man Dope Picks Red Team to Defeat Blue. But Locals 
Have Fighting Spirit to Turn Back Invaders

Andover’s team will trot onto Brothers’ 
Field tomorrow afternoon at 2 o’clock, and 
face their ancient rivals from New Hamp- 
shire in their 42nd annual meeting on the 
football gridiron, very much the under dog 
The records of the two teams for the season 
to date give Exeter very much the edge on 
the local boys. The team from New Hamp- | 
shire has been defeated once, as is the case 


a total of 210 points against their opponents 
32, while Andover’s score for and against 
is exactly 19 points in each case. Clearly the 
scoring ability of the Exeter team is much 
superior. 

eight statistics again give Exeter the 
benefit, with an advantage of approximately 
seven pounds to the man. The northerners’ 
line averages ten nds heavier than the 
plucky fast line which will defend for An- 
dover, and the backfield has an advantage 
of over three pounds to the man. 

Comparative scores again place Andover 
on the wrong side of the fence. Andover 
held Harvard Fresh to a scoreless tie, while 
Exeter took them into camp 20 to 6. Yale 
Fresh defeated the boys on the hill by one 
touchdown, while the Granite Staters scored 
26 points, keeping their goal untouched. The 
dope gives the game to Exeter without 
question. 

But there is something about Andover- 
Exeters contest which always upsets all the 
dope which can possibly be gathered. There 
seems to be some objection to running true 
to form. There is no comparison between 
tomorrow’s contest and any which either 
team has played earlier in the season. The 
rivals develop a spirit of fight and determin- 
ation such as appears only between friendlA 
enemies of long standing. Early season ad- 
versity always seems to strengthen an An- 
dover team for the big game. The contest 
should be close. Whatever it is, it will be a 
clean, hard-fought battle-royal.

Obituary 


GEORGE SAUNDERS 


The following notice of the death of 
George Saunders of Surrey, England, is 
taken from the Blairgowrie Advertiser of 
Friday, September 15. Mr. Saunders was 
the nephew of the late John Saunders of 
Andover who for many years was a contribu- 
tor to the Townsman under the name of 
Tan MacDougall. 


The death occurred at Pontsarn, Woking, 
Surrey, on Sunday, of Mr. George Saunders, 
a noted journalist, and a distinguished son of 
Rattray. For many years he was the Berlin 
correspondent of the London “Times,” and 
later he represented the same journal in Paris. 

Born at Craigmill, Rattray, in 1859, 
deceased was the son’ of the late Mr. David 
H. Saunders (‘Christian Democrat”), of 
Craigmill and Dundee, who had a wide repu- 
tation as a writer on social and political sub- 
Jects. He received his early education under 
the late Mr. Abraham Sturrock at Rattray 
Parish School, and was a brilliant scholar of 
Dundee High School. ‘At Glasgow Universi- 
ty he won the Perthshire Bursary, the Ger- 
man Scholarship, Mr¢’Gladstone’s prize for 
essay on Constantine the Great, and many 
other honours. Leaving Glasgow with the 
gid medal for English Literature and for 

oral Philosophy, he went up to Oxford as a 
Snell scholar, which entitled him to study at 
Balliol College, where he took honours in 
classical moderations and history. 

Mr. Saunders acquired an_ intimate 
knowledge of an and of German 
habits of life and thought at the Universi- 
ties of Bonn and Gottingen. Afterwards, 
while reading for the bar in London, he 
entered into journalism through the columns 
of the “Pall Mall Gazette.” By education 
and temperament he was admirably fitted 
for journalistic work, and in 1888, the year 
of William II’s accession to the throne of 
Germany, Mr. Saunders went to Berlin as 
Correspondent of the “Morning Post”—a 
position in which he did much brilliant 
work. In 1896 he was honoured by the 
“Times” in being invited to become its 
Berlin correspondent, and on Ist January of 
the following year he assumed a journalistic 
appointment which was then considered to be 
one of the “plums” of the profession. 

Mr. Saunders was transferred to Paris as 
the “Times” correspondent in 1908. 

In 1914 Mr. Saunders retired from the 
“Times” work, and contemplated settling 
down to quiét literary pursuits, but at the 
outbreak of war he did good service in con- 
nection with thé Political Intelligence De- 
eg of the British Hose” Office. 

ese services were recogni by the 
bestowal of the O.B.E. He also received the 
degree of LL.D. from Glasgow University. 
He had written since most of the new matter 
relating to Germany to be included in the 
forthcoming issue of the “Encyclopedia 
Britannica.” 

Mr. Saunders leaves a widow, two daugk- 


ters, and three sons to mourn his loss. e 
son was killed in the war. Captain E. G. 
Saunders, Ist Gordon Highlanders, the 


eldest son, is a language officer at Tokyc§ 
and the second son is a Lieutenant in the 
Navy.

Magnolia avenue, Middle street and Allen 
street. Though this location would have 
been satisfactory in every respect, be 
nearer than any other to the school center o! 
population, one with an outlook beautiful and 
wide, and one that could be made to fit in and 
harmonize with the developments now bei 
carried on, the committee had not conside 
it, because it consisted of a rather high 
elevation which would have to be leveled 
before it could be made suitable for school 
urposes; and the cost of this leveling would 
ave been, in the committee’s estimation, too 
great an expense for the town to undertake. 
This plot of land, which had been acquired 
piece by vee by the American Woolen Com- 
pany—al]l but a few lots—was through its 
president, William M. Wood, offered to the 
town. Moreover, the gift was made in such 
a way—the American Woolen Company re- 
taining the gravel found thereon, and in the 
rocess of removing it lowering the level to 
that which would be needed for the building 
of the school—that the committee felt it 
formed a most suitable and desirable loca- 
tion. As a result of this feeling on their part, 
the committee, in so far as their powers ex- 
tended as representatives of the town of 
Andover, accepted the gift, and promised to 
bring the matter before the town for formal 
acceptance. 

e amount of gravel to be removed was 
not exactly specified, but in case the town 
should accept the gift, this would be made 
abundantly clear at the time of the signing 
of the deeds. The committee has been given 
to understand, however, that the extent of 
the excavation will depend on what is 
deemed by, the proper representatives to be 
the amount necessary to render the location 
suitable for school purposes. It is under- 
stood also that it will be made in such a way 
that retaining walls should not be necessary 
in any part of the lot. The committee ex- 
amined the cost of putting the land into pro- 
per condition and found that it would 
amount to $1600 to $1800 per acre. The 
committee further examined the land as a

The Chamber cof Commerce 


With a banquet in the Town Hall 


next Thursday evening, the recently 
formed Chamber of Commerce makes 
its first formal bow before the citizens 
of Andover. 
not yet organized on a permanent basis. 
Its driving force to the present point 
of partial organization has come from a 
few very enthusiastic members, men 
who have for some time had the idea 
of such a body in their minds, and who 
have chosen this time as ripe to force 


The Chamber is, of course, 


a completion of their plans. 

Two courses seem to be open for the 
future of the Chamber; it may become a 
representative organization, unselfish in 
its purpose, improving the town in many 
ways, accomplishing much which has 
been hitherto difficult, by virtue of the 
power of organization, or it may become 
a selfish banding-together of retailers 
for the advancement of their own ends. 
The latter is much to be deplored and 
easy of attainment, the former is greatly 
to be admired and offers a prospect of 
much labor but of commensurate re- 
ward. The progress of the organization 
for the next few months will do much to 
determine its ultimate success. 

There seems to be no questioning the 
need for a Chamber of Commerce, or 
some similar body, wherein may be 
concentrated the force of the Town’s 
public opinion, but the body must be 
representative. It must contain rich 
men, poor men and beggar men. It 
must contain doctors and lawyers and 
possibly arIndian chieftain. It should 
be in a position to sift the thought of the 
entire community, Ballardvale, Shaw- 
sheen, West Andover and the center 
of the town, and then deliver a majority 
if not a unanimous report on_ the 
public feeling on points under discussion. 
Dissension will arise without doubt, but 
if the Chamber can arrive at and 
maintain amicable relations among all 
its members and can keep always before 
it an ideal of unselfish sacrifice and 
unified acticn for the betterment of the 
town as a whole, it will have accom- 
plished a splendid deed. 

The greatest problem confronting the 
Chamber in the early stages of its 
development would seem to be the 
choice of a proper outlet for its activi- 
ties. The writer hesitates to make any 
definite suggestions on the matter, but 
it is a certain fact that in the wise 
choice of some one definite project, and 
in the successful completion of that 
project lies the proof of the worthiness 
of the organization.

Obituary 


CHARLES UPHAM BELL 


Judge Charles U. Bell, a member of the 
bar for nearly sixty years, died Saturday 
afternoon, November 11, at his home, 65 
Bartlet street. He was in his armchair pre- 
paring his lesson for his Sunday-school class 
when he was stricken with heart disease. He 
was to take the place of Judge Qua in Super- 
ior court at Lawrence on Monday. 

Judge Charles Upham Bell was born in 
Exeter, N. H., February 26, 1843, the son of 
James and Judith A. (Upham) Bell. His 
ancestors on his father’s side came from 
Londonderry, Ireland, and settled in New 
Hampshire in 1720, Of his grandfather, 
Samuel Bell, it was said that he occupied 
every office in New Hampshire worth hold- 
ing, his offices in the state included that of 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
president of the senate and governor. He 
was later a United States senator and a 
judge of the Supreme court. Judge Bell 
came from a family of lawyers, his grand- 
father and five uncles having the degree of 
LL.D. before him. His father was United 
States senator from New Hampshire at the 
time of his death in 1857. 

Judge Bell attended Kimball Union Aca- 
demy and Phillips-Exeter academy. He was 
graduated from Bowdoin college in 1863 
with the degree of Bachelor of Arts and has 
since been honored with a Master of Arts 
and Doctor of Laws degree from his Alma 
Mater. He studied law with his cousin, 
Charles Bell and entered Harvard Law school 
but left to respond to the call for volunteers 
and served as a private with Co. C. 42nd 
regiment Massachusetts Volunteer infantry. 

Judge Bell was admitted to the bar at 
Exeter in 1866 and practiced in that town 
for five years, removing to Lawrence in 
November 1871. He was in partnership 
with Nathaniel G. White, later with Judge 
Edgar J. Sherman, and then with Fred H. 
pete rae Phen Fee o Bell and Eaton 
was dissolved when Judge Bell was appointed 
tothebench. | , rn 
: Governor Roger Wolcott named him 
judge of the Superior court in September 
1898 and he served until November 1917 
when he retired from active service. Judge 
Bell still responded to calls for his service 
whenever his health allowed it and has pre- 
sided over sessions of court several times 
in Lawrence since that date. 

While practicing law in Lawrence he 
served in the common council as a member 
from Ward 2 in 1881 and 1882, being pre- 
sident of the council the first year. He was 
city solicitor from 1892 to 1898 and served 
as presidential elector in 1898 when Benjamin 
Harrison was elected, and was at one time 
a member of the commission to revise the 
statutes of Massachusetts. 

Judge Bell was a member of the Society 
of Colonial Wars, the Sons of the American 
Revolution, the Massachusetts Society of 
the Cincinnati, a past commander of Needham 
Post, 39, G. A. R., and a trustee of Mem- 
orial Hall library. He also served as a mem-

‘The later years of his life were clouded by 
ill.ess, during which he was obliged to spend 
much of his time in the hospital.

Completed registration at the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College shows an en- 
tering class of 188 four-year freshmen with 
20 girls in the class.

man team has performed this feat. 

Announcement of the college football 
schedule, includes a Thanksgiving Day 
game with Michigan Aggies at East Lan- 
sing, Michigan. The Aggie varsity hopes 
to have conquered Amherst, New Hamp- 
shire and Tufts before their western trip. 
The Amherst and New ones games 
are hoth at home, and in both Aggie 
team Is out for revenge for defeat in 1921. 

Cross-country will be a varsity sport at 
M. A. C. again after a lapse of a year, and 
already a strong squad is training for a 
series of runs with other New England 
colleges. Cross-country is an activity for 
which the rugged Amherst country is ad- 
mirably adapted. The Aggie course is 
known as one of the most difficult in south- 
érh New England. 


No more will pilgrims to Provincetown 
look in vain for the name of our historic town 
in the stones of Provincetown monument 
where it towers over the sandy coast where 
the Pilgrims fathers first set foot on New 
England soil. In accordance with the 
favorable vote at the March town meeting, 
on an article sponsored by John H. Soehrens 
and others the simple legend “Andover 
1646” cut in granite was seen for the first 
time last week among the names of other 
Massachusetts towns. The town fathers 
have a rubbing of the cutting at the town 
office. 


The Armistice season decorations used in 
the Town hall this year were particularly 
effective. Streamers of red, white and blue, 
the flags of the allied nations and the stars 
and stripes were the materials used. 

The fact is worthy of note that the 
American flags between the windows were 
not draped but simple hung according to the 
express instructions given by Commander 
Bartlett H. Hayes of the American Legion 
that the use of the flag conform with the 
laws and etiquette of thc flag as laid down by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth. 


A mere handful of people, twenty-five 
perhaps, gathered in front of Memorial hall 
to take part in the Armistice day exercises. 
The words of the Governor’s proclamation 
and the names of the glorious dead mingled 
with the rumble of trucks and electric cars, 
the grinding of brakes and shifting of gears as 
a busy, careless world hurried on its way. 
Many looked curiously at the group with the 
flag and the uniforms and one man in a 
passing automobile raised his hat. 


Lack of constructive power is the real 
weakness of the Turk according to Mrs. 
Claude U. Gilson who spent some time in 
Constantinople during the last summer. 
Tales of his atrocities are always rife and his 
cruelty is proverbial. Returned travelers 
who have made but a short sojourn in the 
East are often favorably impressed with his 
personal charm and carry away the impres- 
sion that he has been much maligned, but 
life-long residents in the country are not so 
easily deceived. ; 

As a matter of fact Greeks and Armenians 
control trade and the Turk lives upon them 
like a parasite. Without them it is a problem 
how he would live. 

Two examples of their organiztion are 
their primitive postal system and methods 
of fire protection. Ifa letter is to be mailed 
in Constantinople, one would hardly be so 
reckless as to entrust it to the Turkish post; 
a letter to France would be mailed at the 


French post office, a letter to England at the !. 


British postoffice, a letter to America at the 
United States embassy. 

Being fatalists, the Turks believe that 
a fire is the will of Allah, and if a building 
catches fire, that is the end of it and no 
attempt is made to rebuild it. The duties of 
the men of the fire companies, such as they 
are, seem to be to remove goods from burn- 
ing buildings. Since a bargain has to be 
driven with the owner after their arpival on 
the scene and as various companies often get 
to quarrelling with each other, their efficiency 
is nil according to American standards. 

Mrs, Gilson says that Americans in Turkey 
are not in any great danger. 


A large oil paining called “Sunset in 
Fontainebleau Forest, France,” has been 
loaned to the Punchard school by Mrs. 
Francis P. McClellan. This picture was 
exhibited in the Paris salon of 1899 and its 
painter, Eugene de Mulert, has become one of 
the best among French artists. A copy of 
another of his paintings which won a medal 
at Nantes and the prints of sheep done by 
an artist from the water colors of Anton 
Mauve in the Haarlem museum, Holland, are 
also hanging there. 

The large unfilled spaces in well-propor- 
tioned rooms tinted to a mellow color with 
lighting only from one side make the high 
school building wonderfully adapted to show 
off works of art. Mrs. McClellan has been 
quick to appreciate its possibilities and is the 
first to share her art treasures with the 
public schoool scholars. Those who have 
interested themselves in the matter hope that 
this is only the first of similar loans and that 
other owners of interesting works of art will 
be willing to have them hung at the high 
school where they will afford pleasure to 
many,

take the best care we can for to bring up our

religion, and unpreparedness is not the way 
to stop them. One step in the direction of 
preparedness is to build up the pore of 
every able-bodied young man. wenty-five 
years ago there was an average of twenty 
per cent weaklings among the male popula- 
tion, and today the percentage has risen to the 
appalling figure of fifty-three. Colonel 
Williams in his own experience has seen the 
great value of military training with its ac- 
companying athletics. He has also con- 
sistently striven to inculcate the principles 
of courtesy, honor and love of country. 
“There is no such thing as international 
brotherhood,” said the speaker. “I am for 
America first, last and always and I want my 
children to feel the same, ways, I believe in 
giving due respect to the other ations of the 
earth but I can’t look on any other country 
as I doon America.” 

The second speaker was Rev. Father 
Daniel Lynch of Boston college, a chaplain 
in the 310th Infantry of the 78th Division, 
A. E. F. He was introduced by Mr. Wheelock 
and after thanking the committee for having 
him as a speaker at the exercises Father 
Lynch made a plea for the support of the 
American Legion, both by the members 
themselves and by those outside.

“Know ye not that there is a prince 
and a great man fallen this day in 
Israel” — II Samuel iii, 38. 


If King David could say this of Abner, his 
general, most assuredly the people of Ando- 
ver can say this of its esteemed citizen Judge 
Bell whose sudden and unexpected death on 
Saturday inflicts a tremendous loss upon the 
town. 

Judged by the highest standard of ability 
and character Judge Bell was both a “prince 
and a great man.”

He was great in physique. His tall, erect, 
stately, and well proportioned physique was 
in striking contrast to that of ordinary men. 
He towered above the crowd and instinctively 
challenged its notice and expectancy. In 
this respect he ranked with Wendell Phillips. 
Phillips Brooks, Daniel Webster, and Daniel 
O'Connell. Judge Bell was a great man 
physically.

He was every inch a Judge. He possessed 
a penetrative and di inative mind. 
The confused and contradictory a: 
opposing advocates ing into his mental 
retort were subjected to an acid test. . No

through the delicate and vital tissues of a 
human body than did his mind cut its way 
through the sophistry and subtleness of 
human argument. No cuttle-fish talk could 
blind his vision. As well attempt to wash 
away Gibraltar by the foaming waves of the 
Atlantic ocean as to wash adrift Judge Bell 
by the waves of popular clamor. Not that he 
was anchored to ah outgrown past. He was 
always ready to move forward, but only 
when convinced that the move was an 
actual advance. This was strikingly. demon- 
strated at our local town meetings. For 
instance: when the town came face to face 
with the proposition of building a Civic 
Centre, vast and extravagant as this scheme 
was, he did not at once oppose it; he was 
willing to give ear to its pros and cons but he 
wisely demanded concrete evidence of its 
feasibility. “I want to know where I am 
going in and where I am coming out.” 

No wave of patriotic impulse, no un- 
premeditative plunge into some blind alley, 
no pressure by the conduct of any group of 
the town’s people, could budge him an inch. 
To appeal to him, a proposition needed to be 
stripped to the hide; he must see its relation 
to things fundamental and abiding. How- 
ever, once convinced of its wisdom he was 
willing to throw the whole force of his 
personality on its side. Naturally timid and 
retiring and unusually sensitive regarding 
his ch ores among his townspeople, he 
nevertheless was willing to sacrifice popular 
approval to follow his seasoned pal i ear 
This judicial and courageous character lifts 
him head and shoulders above the ordinary 
men of our day.

Judge Bell was great as a Christian. 

Religion was to him no outward ornament, 
no gilded dome to give completeness to an 
otherwise moral life; it was rather the warp 
and woof of his being; it entered the very 
iron of his blood and vitalized all his conduct. 

His whole life was organized around his 
personal love to Jesus Christ. 

The key to his entire character, that 
which gerlins his humility, his candor, his 
independence of action, his courage, his 
benevolanct ands ve all, his intenes and 

ractical s' y for s' i umanity, 
rae his al aoe to sabe ce as Lord. 
This explains his wholehearted devotion to 
the church and to all its interests; it explains 
his moral courage when face to face with a 


moral issue. 

Such briefly, was Judge Bell, a rare type of 
a New England Christian gentleman. Tall 
and stately, yet graciously stooping to the 
stunted and the lowly; keen in intellect yet 
tolerant and helpful to the ignorant; wealthy 
yet with his purse open to the poor; Christian 
yet humbled by the consciousness of imper- 
fections. 

Dying he leaves to our town and to all who 
intimately knew him a legacy of inestimable 
value.

Red Cross Gains 
Strength in All 
Foreign Fields 


In insular possessions of the United 
States and in foreign lands the Ameri- 
can Red Cross scored heavy gains dur- 
ing the last year, passing the pre- 
vious membership: high mark of 1918 
by 4,261 and advancing the figure to 
156,408. The Philippines take the 
lead, gaining nearly 100 per cent, now 
having 115,017 members. In Hurope 
the 1921 Roll Call enrolled 11,125, 
with the Constantinople Chapter re 
porting 665, a gain of 83 members. 
China was 1,782 members, a gain of 
596; the little Virgin Islands have 
1,000, while the Dominican Republic 
with 2,927 advanced from its previous 
high mark by 1,423 new members. 
Haiti, organized in 1920, now has 
pearly 1,000 enrolled. Mexico reports 
854, a gain of 327 in one year. The 
American Red Cross has spread its 
membership over some 70 foreign 
lands and its Junior membership out- 
side of the United States is close to 
700,000.

Over $3,000,000 Allotted to the 
Disabled—Foreign Work 
Lessens. 


Wasbington.—Expenditures totaling 
$9,789,872.47 for carrying through its 
program of services'and relief during 
the fiscal year in the United Stated 
and overseas are authorized in the 
budget of the American Red Cross, ef- 
fective July 1, 1922. This total is $2,- 
785,975 less than the expenditures for 
the last fiscal year, when disburse 
ments reached $12,475,847.69, it is an- 
nounced at National Headquarters in 
a statement emphasizing the necessity 
of continued support of the organiza: 
tion by enrollment during the annual 
Roll Call, November 11-November 36 
inclusive. This total for the budget 
is exclusive of the large financial op- 
erations of the 3,300 active Red Cross 
Chapters, which, it is estimated, will 
more than double the total. 


War Veterans Have First Call 

First call on Red Oross funds is for 
the disabled ex-service men, of whom 
27,487 were receiving treatment from 
the Government on June 1 last. This 
work for veterans and their families 
in a wide variety of service that the 
Government is not authorized to ren- 
der and for which it has neither 
funds “nor facilities has the call on 
$8,030,692.90. during the current year, 
or about $366,000 more than was ex- 
pended last year for soldier service. 
Adding the funds disbursed in this 
humanitarian work of physical recon- 
stitution following the World War by 
the Chapters throughout the country 
will approximate a total for the cur- 
rent year approaching $10,000,000.

Dentistry — Past and Present 


Anyone born thirty years or more ago can 
well remember when dentistry was a crude 
and cruel business. Cleaning teeth or filling 
cavities was practically unheard of. A tooth 
was allowed to decay until the pain became 
unbearable; then the family doctor seated 
you in an ordinary kitchen chair and the rest 
of the family held you there while he pro- 
ceeded to literally “pull” the offending 
tooth. The instrument used looked like a 
small edition of the present meathook; there 
was no anaesthetic; and the extraction was a 
question of brute force and plenty of it. So 
much of it in fact that a broken jaw was 
frequently the result. 
"Then came the period when dentist! 
first became a specialized field. With his 
little foot engine and a few “picks” the 
dentist endeavored to remove the decay and 
fill the cavity. Dentistry was looked upon as 
a purely mechanical trade, patronized by a 
few people. And that is exactly what it was, 
for the dentist had no medical knowledge 
whatsoever and was not a “professional” 
man in any sense. But it was during this 
riod of mechanics that a few scholarly, 
inventive men laid the foundation for the 
present dental profession. In the first fifteen 
years of this century a tremendous stride was 
made. The electric engine was invented, new 
filling materials were perfected, proper instru- 
ments were designed, and standard methods 
were adopted. The mechanical part of the 
business seemed to be settled. 

Ando now, in the last decade, the time has 
finally come when young men are given a 
thorough training not only in the mechanics 
of dentistry but they are also taught the 
fundamentals of medical knowledge. For it 
has been clearly demonstrated that every 
part of the human body is dependent on 
every other part and the dentist must not 
only be able to repair diseased mouth tissue 
but he must recognize the general effects of 
the disease. 

Dentistry and medicine are constantly 
growing closer together. Many doctors and 
dentists have a common Office. Hospitals 
have dentists on their staff. Physicians 
consult with the family dentist in cases of 
heart, kidney or joint trouble, in general 
infection and in tonsilitis. 

To-day dentistry is no longer considered a 
mechanical trade but rather is accepted 
as a learned profession and is rapidly climbing 
to the plane of the medical profession.

As most people know, hooked rugs are 
made of woolen or cotton rags, prepared 
somewhat as for rag carpet. They are not 
woven, however, but the material is ‘‘ hooked” 
in tufts through a coarse cloth base. Each 
rug is individual—no two are alike, as 
each piece expressed the personality of the 
maker. 

Made in the first place as a make-shift 
substitute for the carpets which our Colonial 
ancestors could not buy, the hooked rug 
now finds itself at the very head of the 
desirable things for those who like a touch 
of old-time beauty and harmony in living- 
room, bedroom, or breakfast room. Nothing 
goes quite so well with polished mahogany 
and frilled muslin curtains, and nothing 
harmonizes better with the soft coloring of 
chintz. 

New England has been scoured for 
hooked rugs, and collectors have searched 
every nook and corner for these valued 
specimens of early American art. It is 
quite likely, however, that the West still 
harbors many valuable specimens, taken 
there in early days by their New England 
makers, which could be profitably har- 
vested by the decorator who has the time 
and the enterprise to really hunt them out. 
Though they cost their makers next to 
nothing, hooked rugs now command top 
notch prices and are well worth looking for,
